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PREFACE. 


THE  works  contained  in  this  Catalogue  of  Marathi  and  Gujarati 
books  have  been  arranged  under  the  same  system  of  subject- classi- 
fication which  has  been  adopted  in  the  previously  published  cata- 
logues of  Indian  vernacular  books  in  this  Library.  Two  indexes, 
alphabetically  arranged,  one  of  all  the  works,  and  the  other  of  the 
names  of  authors  with  a  list  of  their  works,  are  appended  to  each 
catalogue. 

The  system  of  transliteration  of  the  names  of  authors  and  of  the 
titles  of  works  is  uniform  with  that  in  the  other  vernacular  cata- 
logues. Pure  Sanskrit  words — which  occur  chiefly  in  Marathi — are 
written  as  they  are  spelt  in  the  vernacular,  with  the  final  inherent — 
though  often  unsounded — "  a " ;  but  in  modified  Sanskrit  words, 
which  are  found  generally  in  Gujarati,  the  unsounded  "  a "  has  been 
omitted  ;  as  Ranchhodbhai,  Ratanji,  Chhotam,  Dalpatrama. 

Marathi  names  are  composed  generally  of  the  personal  name, 
followed  by  the  father's  name,  and  by  one  denoting  lineage,  pro- 
fession, place  of  residence  or  of  birth,  which  latter  is  often  regarded 
in  the  light  of  an  English  surname.  In  this,  as  in  the  other  verna- 
cular catalogues,  the  author's  name  appears  under  the  first,  or 
personal,  name ;  not  under  the  third,  or  quasi-surname,  which  is 
found  only  in  the  case  of  certain  authors,  and  is  frequently  omitted 
by  them. 

There  is  much  laxity  and  want  of  uniformity  in  the  spelling  ol 
Gujarati  names.  Sometimes  an  author  spells  his  name  in  the  native 
character  in  a  pure  Sanskrit  form,  at  other  times  in  a  vernacular 
form ;  as  Giridhara  and  Girdhar ;  Haragovinda  and  Hargovan ; 
Narayana  and  Naran.  Sometimes  also  an  author's  name  appears 
in  different  styles :  as  Gopala  Panduranga  Seth,  Gopala  Pandu 
Seth,  and  Gopalaseth  Panduseth.  To  adopt,  therefore,  the  particular 
form  of  spelling  found  in  each  work  would  result  in  considerable 
confusion.  A  systematic  and  uniform  principle  of  spelling  has 
accordingly  been  adopted,  preference  being  given  to  the  Sanskrit 
spelling,  or  to  the  vernacular  form  most  commonly  used  by  each 
author. 
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This  diversity  of  spelling  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  case 
of  Parsi  authors ;  e.g.,  Bahrain,  Behram,  Bairam  aud  Baheram ; 
Minocheher  and  Manocher;  Peshutan  and  Peshtan.  A  systematic 
orthography  has  been  adopted  in  the  case  of  those  names,  by 
which  an  attempt  is  made  to  represent,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
original  Pehlevi  forms,  due  regard  being  paid  to  the  established 
phonetic  pronunciation  and  spelling  of  the  Park's  of  Gujarat.
